Mexico  is  undoubtedly  a  coming  theat- 
rical field  for  recognized  and  worthy  oper- 
atic, spectacular  and  musical  attractions, 
as  the  theatre-goers  are  appreciative  and 
pay  liberally  for  meritorious  entertain- 
ments. The  theatres  are  now  mostly  con- 
trolled by  sharing  managers,  the  news- 
papers generous  with  space,  and  the  rail- 
roads make  rates  of  to  2  cents  a  mile 
for  parties  of  five  or  more,  and  are  con- 
trolled and  operated  by  Americans  of 
broad  and  liberal  views.  The  duty  on 
printing  taken  into  Mexico  from  the 
United  States  has  lately  been  withdrawn, 
although  now  in  a  few  cities  a  small  tax 
or  nominal  charge  is  made  for  the  privi- 
lege of  billing  and  advertising.  The  laws 
of  Mexico  are  very  rigid  regarding  the- 
atrical advertising;  every  scene  and  act 
must  be  produced  as  represented,  failure 
of  which  is  subject  to  a  heavy  fine  by  the 
Governor  of  the  city.
